Contrast this with the openings of “The New- 
comes” and some of Thackeray’s acknowledged 
works, and the manner will be found identical. In 
this story, too, we find Thackeray at work on the era 
of Queen Anne—ground which he traversed more 
closely thirteen years later, in “ Esmond.” 

In “ Fraser,” for several years, aud under differ- 
ent signatures, Mr. Thackeray wrote a good deal— 
fiction, criticism, satire, essays, all appeared in ra- 
pid succession. We find, in 184), a long article on 
“Charles Dickens and his Works,” in which, with 
that candor which authors so rarely relish, the eri- | 
tic praised “ Boz’’ in general, and terribly cut him 
upin detail. In the same year, “ Fraser” contained 
Thackeray’s amusing account, in verse, of the mar- 
riage of Queen Victoria and Prince Albert, written 
in a patois which he gave as Irish, but really was 
picked up from that classical lyric, Miliken’s 
“Groves of Blarney.” Mr. Thackeray could not 
correctly write the brogue; to do that one must be 
Irish, “to the manor born.” In 1840 also ap- 
peared “A Shabby Genteel Story,” the heroine of 
which reappeared more than twenty years later, as | 
the true heroine of “The Adventures of Philip.” 

In 1840 also appeared Thackeray’s first separate 
publications. “ The Paris Sketch Book,” edited by 
Titmarsh, part of which had previously appeared 
in “ Fraser.”” In 1841 “ The Second Funeral of Na- 
poleon, in Three Letters to Miss Smith, of London,” 
and “ The Chronicle of the Drum,” appeared toge- 
ther in one volume. At the same time, “The 
Great Hoggarty Diamond” was running through 
“Fraser.” In 1843 “ The Irish Sketch Book” was 
published, with comic woodcuts, after the author’s 
designs. One lyric in that volume, entitled “ Peg 
of Limavaddy,” is so truly natural, that no collec- 
tion of Irish songs can be complete without it. 
But these separate volumes did little more than pay 
expenses. Thackeray had :10t yet become popular. 

Soon after “ Punch” was established, Mr. Thack- 
eray contributed to it. As “The Fat Contribu- 
tor,” and as author of “The Snob Papers” and 
“ Jeames’s Diary,” he is best known in its pages ; of 
late years, he has written little in it, except elegiac 
poems upon Jerrold, Gilbert & Becket, Talfourd, and 
other public characters. 

In 1845, his health seriously affected by a domes- 
tic affliction (the necessity of having his wife 
placedin a lunatic asylum, where she still remains), 
Mr. Thackeray availed himself of a D. H. pass 
from the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Packet 
Company, and visited the East. His observations 
appeared in 1846 in the form of “ Notes of a Jour- 
ney from Cornhill to Grand Cairo, by way of Lisbon, 
Athens, Constantinople, and Jerusalem, by M. A. Tit- 
marsh.’’ The same year he commenced the publi- 
cation, in monthly numbers, with his own illustra- 
tions, of “ Vanity Fair, a Novel without a Hero.” 

“Vanity Fair” appeared under rather singular 
circumstances. More than one publisher declined | 
it, believing that it would be a feeble rival to Dickens’ 
serials, then exceedingly popular. At last it found a 
publisher, but several monthly numbers appeared | 
before it made any impression. When it did hit, 
the public taste, its popularity becawe very great, 
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‘and ere it was completed, the critics freely dis- 


cussed whether Dickens or Thackeray had most 
merit as a writer. In 1847-48-49 appeared three 
Christmas stories, in which Thackeray’s pen and 
pencil were pleasantly employed ; these were “ Mrs. 
Perkins’ Ball,” ‘ Our Street,” and “ Doctor Birch, 
and his Young Friends.” In 1849 the history of 
“The Great Hoggarty Diamond” was reprinted from 
“ Fraser,” and in the same year was commenced 
“The History of Pendennis: his Fortunes and Mis- 
fortunes, his Friends, and his Greatest Enemy,” 
with illustrations by the author. This was com- 
pleted in 1850, and at Christmas appeared “ Re- 
becca and Rowena,” a mock continuation of Walter 
Scott's romance of “Ivanhoe.” In 1851 “ The Kick- 
leburys on the Rhine,’’ was severely criticized in 
“The Times,” and Mr. Thackeray was charged with 
a predilection for drawing the worst side of human 
nature, and with being a skeptic as tothe existence 
of real goodness in the world. On this occasion, 
“The Times” only indulged in its usual practice of

cynical sauciness of Thackeray. To a second edi- 
tion of “The Kickleburys” its author prefixed a 
reply to “ The Times,” in the form of an “ Essay on 
Thunder and Small Beer,’ which somewhat drew 
the laugh upon his own side. 

His next literary venture was a novel of the time 
of Queen Anne, entitled the “ History of Henry Es- 
mond, Esq., written by Himself,” in three volumes. 
In this story, which is very defective in plot, Addi- 
son, Steele, and other wits of Queen Anne’s reign 
were introduced, not very adroitly, but amus- 
ingly. This work was published in 1852, but there 
grew out of the researches it induced a series of 
“ Lectures on the English Humorists of the Eight- 
eenth Century,” delivered by the author at Willis’s 
Rooms, London, in the summer of 1851. There is 
much ability with much paradox in these lectures, 
but though well attended, perhaps from a desire to 
see the author of “ Vanity Fair,” “ Pendennis,” and 
“The Snob Papers,” they were not successful. In 
fact, Mr. Thackeray then had not the slightest rheto- 
rical art, and, like most authors, read his own pro- 
ductions very ineffectively, keeping his face close to 


| the manuscript, rarely raising his face to the audi- 


ence, and scarcely ever attempting to modulate his 
voice. In the provinces, his success was still more 
doubtful, and he might have been disheartened, 
if the Mercantile Library of New York, then at- 
tempting to popularize itself and augment its funds, 
by the production of literary novelties, had not 
offered him a considerable sum to repeat his lec- 
tures for the benefit of that institution. He visited 
the United States in 1852-3, and realized a large 
sum by his lectures in the principal cities of the 
Union. In 1855-6 he made a second lecturing tour 
through the United States, the subject being “‘ The 
Four Georges,” and he repeated these lectures on 
his return home, in London, and the principal cities 
of Great Britain. The “English Hamorists” ap- 
peared in book-form in 1553, and the “Four 
Georges” some years later in the “ Cornhill Maga- 
zine. 

Between his first and second visits to America, 
Mr. Thackeray commenced and completed his third 
monthly serial, “The Neweomes: Memoirs of 
Most Respectable Family, edited by Arthur Penden- 
nis, Esq.” In this, the daily beauty of Colonel Es- 
mond’s life, and the affecting description of his 
death, as a pensioner in the Charter-house, showed 
that, if he pleased, Thackeray could draw tears, 85 
well as excite the sardonic laugh. “The Virgin!- 
ans,” in which George Washington, as-a young 
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lover, was drawn, more ambitiously than success- 
tully, came after this, and disappointed expectation. 

Made easy in his circumstances by the emolu- | 
ments of his novels, by the profits of a uniform edi- 
tion of his writings, including selections from his | 
contributions to“ Fraser’s Magazine” and “ Punch,” | 
and by the large returns from his lectures in Ame- 
rica and at home, Mr. Thackeray now determined | 
to imitate the example of Sheridan, D’Israeli, and a 
few other literary men, and enter Parliament, if he | 
could. In July, 1857, there was a vacancy in the 
representation of the city of Oxford. Mr. Thack- 
eray Offered himself as a candidate on extreme 
liberal principles, and was opposed by Mr. Card- 
well, who had formerly been a member of the Pal- 
merston ministry, had the further advantage of 
having been educated at Oxford University (where 
his scholarship carried off the highest honors), and 
of having previously sat for the city. The election 
went against Mr. Thackeray, who received 1018 | 
votes, to 1085 polled for Mr. Cardwell. lt was gene- 
rally admitted that Mr. Thackeray has exhibited 
boldness and talent in this contest. His speeches to 
the electors were capital ; but this was his first and 
last attempt to enter the House of Commons. 

In 1548, after having eaten the number of term- 
dinners required to qualify a man to plead in the | 
English Courts of Law, but probably without having 
ever read a dozen pages of Blackstone in his life, Mr. 
Thackeray was called to the bar by the Benchers of | 
the Middle Temple. Although he never intended 
to practise, he thus obtained the right to inscribe 
“ Barrister-at-Law” after his name, and may have 
had in his mind the pleasing fact that certain com- | 
missionerships, the holders of which are well paid for 
doing little, are in the gift of the government, for | 
which offices barristers of five years’ standing are 
fully eligible, even if they should never have held 
a brief! Zhat anomaly never was held to public 
censure or ridicule in Mr. Thackeray’s writings. 

The “ Cornhill Magazine,” an English experiment 
of a cheap and good monthly, was commenced in 
January, 1860, with Mr. Thackeray as editor. It has 
been reported that, besides being highly paid for , 
his own articles, his salary was £5,0U0 a year— 
exactly the national allowance to the President of 
the United States. He continued in this position 
for about two years, during which he published, in 
the magazine, the story called “ Lovel, the Widower,” 
(his feeblest novel), his “ Lectures on the Four | 
Georges,” the “Roundabout Papers,” and “ The} 
Adventures of Philip on his Way through the 
World.” When completed, these were put into 
book-form, and have sold well ; but his novels since 
“The Newcomes” have not been of striking merit. | 
The December number of the “ Cornhill Magazine” 
announced a forthcoming work of fiction, by Mr. 
Thackeray ; and it has since been stated that the |

reputation as a writer of fiction that this projected | 
tale is a mere fragment. Only two days before his | 
death, he exultingly told a friend that he had com- 
pleted four parts of this new story, and that when 
he had written as much more, he would rest for 
Some months in order to pay some attention to his 
health, the state of which troubled him. 

Nearly all the critics have united in measuring 

ackeray with Dickens. Few, we apprehend, can 
Place Thackeray even on a level with Charles 
Dickens. He had, with the advantage of more 
years, a far superior education, and at times ap

proached, if he did not equal, his rival’s popularity. 
But in his moral nature, as a writer, he was infe- 
rior to Dickens. Irony, satire, lively persiflage, 
sarcasm, and a great power in making grave sub- 
jects ridiculous were Thackeray’s keen and flashing 
weapons; but he loved to trifle with the gentle 
humanities of life, and seemed to glory in display- 
inga poor opinion of society. It was said—bitterly, 
but truly—that, with the exception of that excel- 
lent gentleman, Colonel Newcome (who had a 
great heart, but not much brain), most of the per- 


| sonages of his stories were worthy of having their 


portraits drawn for the Rogue’s Gallery. There is 
scarcely a man, in all his scenes of life, whom one 
would like to take by the hand or admit into the 
house without first locking up the silver spoons and 
forks. Where his women were not demireps, they 
were weak and silly. The exceptions are chiefly in 
degree. On the other hand, to how many excellent 
persons, in all ranks of life (except the aristo- 
cratic), has Charles Dickens introduced us! We 
lay down one of his books, and a crowd comes up 
before us. It is true that he has Fagan, Sykes, 
Monks, the elder Nickleby, Squeers, and some more 


| bad men, but there are such in the daily paths of 


life. We love to recall and muse over the creations 
of Dickens: we care not to meditate upon those of 
Thackeray, who drew them as if he thought that 
there was no principle in man, no virtue in woman. 
It would seem, if Mr. Thackeray drew from life, 
that he must have been intimate with a great num- 
ber of bad people in his time. 

Neither can it be conceded that, as a humorist, 
Thackeray is on a level with Dickens. The humor 
of “Boz” is genial and genuine, that of Thackeray 
is sardonic and biting. Thackeray’s constructive 
power was small. There is little incident in his 
stories. One feels no interest in the adventures of 
tle people who flutter through his pages, nor woul 
Unfortunately, 
Mr. Thackeray, either from want of imagination, or 
from laziness, or from a self-conceited admiration of 
his own characters, was perpetually bringing them 
out of his old books into his new. The Hon. Mr. 
Deuceace, Lord Cinqbars, the Earl of Crabbs, my 
Lord Barebacres, and that terrible scoundrel and 
bore, the Marquis of Steyne, seem to run through 
most of Mr. Thackeray’s tales. Even in his last 
story of “ Philip,’ George Brandon and the poor 
girl, his dupe, who figured in “ A Shabby Genteel 
Story,” are brought back to us, like counterfeit 
money, still as scamp and dupe—much the same 
as when we first read about them some twenty-two 
years ago. He cou/d create, however—as witness 
Miss Becky Sharp, one of the most natural charac- 
ters of modern fiction, albeit decidedly a mauvaise

soft-hearted, vanity-swollen Joe Sedley sit immor- 
tally. 

As a writer of good, telling, and lucid English, 
Thackeray was, beyond all comparison, greatly su- 
perior to Dickens. His style was indeed all but 
perfect. He always used the very word that was 
wanted to express the required meaning. Ifaman 
wants to acquire a good style, let him read Thack- 
eray’s graceful and terse prose, rather than the 
| antithetical rhetoric of Macaulay, fine as that con-

In conversation he used his wit freely, unlike Hood, 
who grudged every word that he did not put upon 
paper, and he used it kindly, unlike Jerrold, who, 
would rather lose his friend than his joke or sar- 
casm. In London society, by the best of which 
Thackeray was welcomed when he condescended to 
enter it, he will be sincerely missed and mourned. 

Thackeray, like Dickens, possessed the faculty, 
not very commou among Englishmen, of making an 
excellent speech at the briefest notice. When he 
lectured there was a degree of manvaise honte in his 
raanner, but when he delivered an extempore 
speech in public his manner and matter were alike 
excellent. His voice, which seemed muffled at the 
leeture-desk, pealed out with deep and emphatic 
expression when he spoke the unpremeditated 
speech. His addresses at the annual dinners of the 
Royal Academy and the Literary Fund in London 
were admirable in delivery as in language. 

In stature he was above the ordinary height, and 
his large head, well covered with hoary locks, was 
placed upon a neck massive as that of O’Connell 
himself. He would have been a handsome man 
but for an accident which broke the upper portion 
of his nose. His burly and occasionally rough ap- 
pearance was that rather of a hand than a head- 
worker. 

He has left (hesides his wife, unhappily out of 
health for many years) two daughters; one of 
whom last year contributed “ The Story of Eliza- 
beth” to the “Cornhill Magazine,” a tale of great 
merit, which has been published in book form in 
London and New York. He must have died in 
possession of considerable property, for, whatever 
his youth’s extravagance, he was careful, thouch 
not niggardly, in his expenses in later years. His 
success in this country undoubtedly was the first 
step to his pecuniary independence. 

Mr. Thackeray’s place, among British anthors, 
will be by the side of Henry Fielding rather than of 
Charles Dickens. He had not the good nature which 
pervades even Fielding’s satire, but, on the other 
hand, he carefully eschewed the indecorum of situ- 
ation, and even of language, which make “Tom 
eones” unreadable at present. Mr. Thackeray, 
even when he describes vice and scoundrels, never 
viulates delicacy. It will be long before any suc- 
cessor will so thoroughly amuse the public: “none 
but himself can be his parallel.”

H. M. Storrs, who are respectively of the Protestant 

Episcopal, Presbyterian, Methodist, Baptist, and 

Congregational churches. The sole purpose of the 

“Eclectic” is to reproduce the learned papers of the 

great living English and Continental theologians. 

Accordingly in the numbers already issued we have 

contributions by Prof. Ernest Naville, of Geneva, 

Prof. Bleek, of the University of Bonn, Professor 

Blackie, Saisset, Nitzsch, and articles from the

ceptionable. That such a journal should be com- 
_menced in Cincinnati is only one more evidence of 
the mental activity and the enterprise of the West. 


The Round Table.—This is the title of a new 
weekly paper issued in New York. Its plan is - 
somewhat peculiar, at least so far as this country 
is concerned. It appears in quarto form, and along 
with the ordinary matter of a newspaper it mingles 
a diversity of literary and artistic sketches of a high 
order of merit, and written in an attractive, schol- 
arly, trenchant, and piquant style. The numbers, 
so far as they have appeared, all of which we have 
read with pleasure, are full of life and spirit, and 
marked by a pervading elevation, independence, 
and intellectuality. We heartily wish the new 
enterprise success, and hope that its appearance 
may inaugurate a better general tone in our jour- 
nalism. 


The Philadelphia Photographer. No. 1.—This is 
the opening number of a new monthly journal de- 
voted to Photography, published by Beneman & 
Wilson. The first article is a comprehensive history 
of Photography, with a general account of its pro- 
cesses, by Dr. R. Shelton Mackenzie. This is fol- 
lowed by “Letters to an Engineer,” by Coleman 
Sellers, “On the Relative Merits of Different Senses,” 
by F. A. Wenderoth, and several shorter but well- 
written articles. The illustration by Mr. Gute- 
kunst, Arch Street, is a photographic copy, reduced 
to 8vo. size, of Shenton’s fine engraving of Mal- 
ready’s celebrated painting, “ The Loan of a Bite.”

Of the Imitation of Christ; Four Books. By Thomas 

ai Kempis. pp. x., 347. Boston: E. P. Dutton

Here is a beautiful specimen of typography, ex- 
| tremely creditable both to printer and publisher. 
|The study of the text is helped by an admirably 
written introduction, some brief notes, and an index, 
/and the text itself is presented in a clear, fair, and 
legible page. Very few better specimens of this 
| class of book making have recently appeared from 


| the American press. It would be almost presump- 
'tuous to venture aught in commendation of a work 
of such world wide fame. The present editor elo- 
quently says of it, “small though it is in size, it 
has outlived whole libraries of ponderous tomes; 
| springing from a monastery, the work of one whose 
life and labors were consecrated to the Church of 
Rome, it has shown so clear a stamp of our common 
' Christianity, and has borne besides so few traces of 

error in doctrine, precept, or example, that the fol- 
| lowers of Luther and Calvin, of Cranmer, and Knox, 

of Whitfield and Wesley, have owned it as worthy 
| of use in the soul’s humble access to its Maker’s 
| presence; and so this little volume—a book for the 
| heart and the closet—comes down to us with the 
consenting voice of all past time in its praise, sinee 
the day it first came forth from the cell of 4 
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Kempis.” That this language is not extravagant 
is evident from the generally received fact that 
more copies of the Imitation of Christ have been 
printed and read than of any other book, except 
the Bible. More than twenty years ago Mr. Hal- 
lam, in his “ Literature of Europe,” repeated the 
statement that it was then said to have gone through 
eighteen hundred editions. The editor in our 
judgment disposes of the vexed question of author- 
ship in a manner altogether too summary, for the 
respective claims of 4 Kempis, Gerson, and Gersen, 
are still unsettled, and the case made in behalf of 

a Kempis is by no means of a conclusive character. 

We may remark in passing that the article on a 

Kempis in the last edition of the “ Encyclopedia 

Britannica” is in its meagerness discreditable both 

to the subject and to the Encyclopedia. It is be- 

sides almost entirely pilfered from Hallam.

The author of this work published five years ago 
his “ Power of Prayer.” It had an astonishing 
circulation, and it is stated that not less than a 
hundred thousand copies were printed in different 
languages, and scattered and read in different coun- 
tries. The gratifying results of the daily prayer 
meetings which were established about six years 
ago are here fully detailed, and a record is presented 
of victorious prayer, which should stimulate the 
lukewarm and arouse the unconcerned.

The author’s style is neat, refined, and elevated, 

_and his discourses are pervaded by a thorough 

spirituality. His tendency is a reflective one, and 

he brings himself in close and sympathetic contact 
with the stricken and suffering by showing a tho- 
rough knowledge himself of the emotions and per- 

_turbations which accompany their afllictive expe- 
rience. The literary qualities of the sermons are 
of a high order, and this conjoined with their wise 
religiousness cannot fail to render them peculiarly 
edifying to those to whom they are addressed. We 
should add that the mechanical execution of the 
volume is altogether such as might be expected 
from the press of Little, Brown & Co.

The father of Mr. Wharton was a prominent 
lawyer of this city, the author of the digest of the 

decisions of this State, and at one time reporter of the 
Supreme Court. Mr. Francis Wharton also entered 
with success upon the practice of the law, and in 
the department of legal authorship became widely 
known as an able writer of works upon criminal 
jurisprudence and practice. He subsequently en- 
tered the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. The central thought of his discourse 
above mentioned is aptly expressed in its title. 
The style is perspicuous, and the illustrations indi- 
cate a large range of historical reading. The fol- 
lowing passage is perhaps the key note running 
through the sermon: “Fearful as is the present 
struggle, and resolute as should be our determina- 
tion to maintain to the last the cause of authority 
and law, I see nothing in these, the divisions of the 
moment, that shows that as to us the great laws of 
population are reversed, and that it is God’s will 
that we should dwell apart. * * * * But he 
has laid down no boundary line between the North 
and South of this American race, but on the con- 
trary in the counsel of Omnipotence has knit to- 
gether its rivers, its mountains, its history, its line- 
age, its religion, intoone. When, therefore, we read 
this decree of reunion on nature’s face, and in the 
country’s real heart, and the page of the divine 
economy for the Christian future, we may even now 
in these shadows of war see God’s wing, and rejoice 
in the hope that we will soon again, though with 
temper chastened, and energies refined, and institu- 
tions ameliorated, possess a united land.”

POETRY. 

Thirty Poems. By William Cullen Bryant. pp. 
220. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 

Bryant is a veteran in the literature of this 
country. He wrote popular poetry while he was a 
boy, and he was not even nineteen years of age 
when he produced the “ Thanatopsis.” The prosaic 
duties and the labors of newspaper editorship for 
more than a quarter of a century have not yet ex- 
tinguished the olden fire. The reader will find in 
this collection abundant traces of his genius. It is 
needless to particularize individual poems, for all 

| lovers of poetry will read them all. The namby- 

pamby and metrical word-catching tendency of 
much of recent poetry has not affected Bryant. He 
is as Vigorous and masculine—and at the same 
time as Wordsworthian—as ever. It is much to be 
| regretted that he has not concentrated his efforts 
upon some work which might abide as a permanent 
monument in our literature. He has too much 
self-sustaining genius to be dissipated in occasional 
effusions. 

Poems. By Henry Peterson. 
phia: J. B. Lippincott & Co. 
This volume appears without preliminary an- 

nouncement, and without any accompanying efforts 

to catch applause. It modestly places itself upon 
| its own intrinsic merits; and after the reader shall 
have perused it, he will agree with us that, although 
| it comes unheralded, it deserves to be heartily 
greeted. The author is a member of the editorial 
profession, “ who,” as he truly states, ‘* make so 
| many reputations for others and so few for them- 
selves.” We trust the latter part of this saying is 
not destined to be verified in the case of Mr. Peter- 
json, for many a poetic reputation, of temporary 
popularity and brilliancy, has been made upon far 
less merit than is here exhibited. In going through 
| the volume, we are everywhere struck with the 
well-sustained excellence of its contents, and we 
not unfrequently meet with stanzas of the most 
ettective power. In fact, the entire collection is 
| marked with far more real ability than is disclosed 
in much of the poetry which is nowadays so ob- 
streperously and clamorously lauded. In its sim- 
plicity and naturalness, in the utter absence of all 
straining after mere verbal effect, and in the quiet, 
equable, and unobtrusive vein of true poetic senti- 
ment which pervades it, the volume must be re- 
garded as indicative of far more than ordinary 
ability. “The Exile’s Address to America” is full 
| of vigor of expression and loftiness of conception; 

“Only a Woman’s Hair’ is extremely touching; 

the sonnets are skilfully constructed ; “ Laurel Hill” 

has a local interest to Philadelphians; “ Cora” is 
flowing and melodious; and so we might go on 
specifying one piece after another until the entire 
| contents were exhausted. We heartily commend 
| the volume as a specimen of genuine, natural, un- 
| affected poetry.
